Farm Bureau Warns 
To Protect Purposes 


CHICAGO TP) - The American 
Farm Bureau Federation warned 
today that the aims of the soil bank 
plan may be defeated if it is used 
simply as a program of financial 
aid to farmers. 
In a statement prepared for de­ 
livery to Democratic platform writ­ 
ers, the federation said the pur­ 
pose of the 1956 soil bank law was 
to take land out of production and 
thus help restore “ a balance be­ 
tween supply and demand in farm 
markets.” 
The statement said “ we are very 
much concerned” that this aim 
“ will be defeated by the adoption 
of other objectives.” 
As 
example 
of “other objec­ 
tives,” the federation cited “ mak­ 
ing payments to farmers as an end 
in itself, or by using the program 
as free 
crop insurance 
against 
weather hazards.” 
The 
federation 
said emphasis 
should be given to withholding land

Climate May Be Altered 
By Carbon Dioxide 


LOS ANGELES — (lh — A Uni- 
ersity of California atmospheric 
physics expert suggested recently 
that the “greenhouse” effect of 
the great quantities of carbon di- 
oxide being poured into the air by 
industries 
may be changing the 
earth’s climate. 
The expert is Dr. Joseph Kaplan 
who said: 
“It has been estimated that dur­ 
ing the next 50 
years industrial 
burning of coal, oil and gas will 
produce 1,700 billion tons of new 
carbobn dioxide. If all this carbon 
dioxide stays in the atmosphere, 
the slight general warming that 
has occurred in northern latitudes 
may be intensified. 
“This may result from the huge 
mantle of carbon dioxide’s ‘green­ 
house’ effect, 
which admits the 
sun’s warmth and holds in the re­ 
flected heat.”
